Lawrence Will 


With Lawrence E. Will, a part of the Glades has passed into 

history and because of Will a large part of that history will be 
with us always. ? 
. It’s arare man who begins the major part of his life's work, 
or at least the part for which he is remembered, after 
“‘retirement’’ and it's a rare historian who writes history 
largely from personal experiences. d 

Will was both, first coming to the Glades as one of the 
area’s earliest settlers to scratch out an existance in the 
Okeelanta settlement in 1913, going through a number of 
occupations until 1968, when he retired to begin writing his 
six volumes of history. 

As a pioneer in the Lake Okeechobee area, Will turned his 
hands to many occupations, beginning here, at the age of 20, 
as.a farmer, and moving on to other jobs, including operating 
a floating dredge, operating passenger and freight boats and 
winding up opening his own garage. Pioneer Motors, which is 
now the oldest business in town. » 

As a civic leader, Will was on hand for that historic 
churchouse meeting which founded the City of Belle Glade, 
helped found the Belle Glade Volunteer Fire department, 
which he served as the first chief for. 30 years after helping 
fight the settlement's first fire, was a founding member of the 
local American Legion Post and the local Masonic Lodge and 
was one of those who helped Belle Glade dig out from under 
the 1928 Hurricane. ` 

Most of those. occupations and virtually all his civic 
experiences became grist for the mill’ when Will began 
putting his memories, апа those of friends who were on hand 
for events Will missed, down in the six volumes of history he 
wrote on the area and, later, the column he called “Sawgrass 
Sagas’’ which he wrote for The Belle Glade Herald. 

His contributions to recording the history of the area were 
recognized in 1975 when he was named Historian of the Year 
by the Peace River Valley Historical Society and in 1976 when 
he was on hand to cut the ribbon of the Lawrence Will 
Museum at the Bélle Glade Municipal Library. 

Although he was born in Wisconsin and didn't come to the 
GladeS-until his 20th ‘year, Will wrote his best works іп the 


. Cracker dialect, earning for himself the name, The Cracker

Department will soon solve a 
problem Chief Bill Mathi$ has been 
working on for more than three 
years when a system is installed to 
record all incoming calls over 
telephone and radio. 

Mathis said Tuesday the multi- 
channel logging recorder/repro- 
ducer system approved for pur- 
chase Monday by the city commis- 
Sion would improve the integrity of 
the department's records. 

"Anything recorded has more 
integrity," he explained, "than а 
person writing the information 
into the logbook. Sometimes we 
have a person say they didn't call 
us to make a complaint, This will 
give us a record of that call." 

Mathis said the system, which 
he said is due to be installed withirf 
90 days from the date of the order, 


can record 20 conversations simul- 
taneously along with а visual 
record of the time the calls were 
made. 

He said the system also has an 
instant playback capability in case 
there is any. question about what 
has been said immediately after 
the conversation was held. 

“Most of the larger departments 
have gone’ over to this type of 
system several years ago,” Mathis 
said. “We actually drew up the 
specifications three years ago and 
modified them last year. Thnt was 
the first time it was seriously 
considered by the commission." 

One bright spot in the bids for 
the new equipment is that thoy 
came in approximately 35,000

Poinsetta is 
highly prized 


Highly prized thoughout Florida 
and widely loved as a symbol of 
the Christmas season is the 
Poinsettia. No other flower can 
make such a brilliant show of 
bright red throughout the festive 
weeks of December and January. 

The poinsettia, Euphorbia Pul- 
cherrima, is a member of the 
spurge family which includes com- 
mon ornamentals like crown-of- 
thorns, copper-leaf, castcrbean and 
Florida's colorful crotons. 

Since the purchase of poirisettias 
‘is а once-a-year thing for most 
people several suggestions on 
‘proper plant selection are in order. 
! The Poinsettia buyer should do 
‘the following: 

-Select a plant which has green 
foliage nearly to the soil line. Old 
plants will usually have experi- 
enced excessive leaf drop. Fo! 
drop is also caused by fluctuat: 
temperatures, gas ies, во! 
problems and plant pests. 

The bracts should be large and 
extend over the lower green 
foliage: The most popular color in 
poinsettias is red. However, there 
аге numerous shades of whites, 


green buttondike flower parts in 
the center of the bracts. These 


le buttons will . eventually 


poinséttia is already n 
pollen, you can be assured that a 
portion of its useful display life has 
already passed and the bracts will 
begin to fade. 

Poinsettias are predominately 
greenhouse grown as pot plarits for 
Christmas in most of the United 
States, but in South Florida they 
can'be utilized as colorful land- 
scape shrubs.

stem in hot water for one minute 
and then place immediately in cold 
water. An alternate method is to 
singe the cut end of the stem over 
а flame for a second or two and 
then place in cool water. Cut-the 
flowers at least 18-24 hours before 
they are to be used and store in a 
cool place.

"I received dozens of phone 
calls from people asking what to 
do about animals sick from holiday 
sweets and alcohol."
